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THE BURROWING OWL 
Speotyto Cunicularia Hypoggaea 


The people who gave that long 
scientific name to this little owl 
w ere not taking any chances; 
they w anted us to know th a t the 
bird lives underground. SpeotytQ 
is a combination of two Latin 
words, meaning "The night owl 
th at lives in a cave." The second, 
or species, word m eans a m iner, 
or burrow er; and the subspecific 
name, hypogaea, m eans “beneath 
the ground.” 
And those people w ere quite 
right, as the burrow ing owl nev­ 
e r gets very far aw ay from his 
underground home. W e m ay see 
him in the daytim e, standing at 
his door, but if we approach too 
^V'pse, into his hole he goes. The 
*¿le w as probably dug in the 
first place by a ground squirrel 
or other rodent. 
The 
burrowing 
ow l 
has 
a 
strange habit of bobbing up and 
down, bowing and scraping, as if 
his life depended on it. 
We can 
do no better in form ing an idea 
of this action than to read that 
w onderful passage by Dr. Coues, 
in his “Birds of the N orthw est,” 
which w as published in 1874. “. . 
Bolt upright on w hat m ay be 
im agined their rostrum , they gaze 
about w ith a bland and self-sat 
isfied, but earnest air, as if about 
to address an audience upon a 
subject of great pith and m om ent. 
They suddenly bow low w ith pro­ 
found 
gravity, 
and 
rising 
as 
abruptly, they begin 
to 
tw itch 
their face and roll 
th e ir 
eyes 
about in the most 
m ysterious 
m anner, gesticulating w ildly, ev­ 
ery now and then bending for­ 
w ard till the breast alm ost touch­ 
es the ground, to propound the 
argum ent with more telling ef­ 
fect. Then they face about to ad­ 
dress the rear, that all alike m ay 
feel the force of their logic; they 
draw them selves up to th eir full­ 
est height, outw ardly calm and 
self-contained, pausing in the dis­ 
course to note its effect upon the 
audience, and collect th eir w its 
for the next rhetorical flourish. 
And no distant likeness betw een 
these frothy orators and others 
is found in the celerity 
w ith 
w hich they subside and s e e k 
their holes on the slightest in­ 
tim ation of danger.” 


In spite of this hab it of ru n ­ 
ning from danger, the burrow ing 
owl is an intrepid fighter. 
He 
kills ground squirrels th a t a r e 
larger than he—kills them 
by 
grasping their backs w ith 
his 
sharp claw s and repeatedly peck­ 
ing their necks. And th ey eat not 
only ground squirrels, 
but all 
m anner of other things; snakes, 
lizards, frogs, grasshoppers, crick­ 
ets, sm all rodents and large ones, 
and even sm all fish. E ach ad u lt 
m ust eat about its own w eight in 
food each day. And w hen you 
consider that, in season, th ere are 
anyw here from six 
to 
eleven 
hungry young ones in the hole, 
you can see why the burrow ing 
owl is of great economic im por­ 
tance. Dr. W. L. D aw son says 
th at next to the barn owl, the 
burrow ing owl is the grain farm ­ 
e r’s best friend, and th a t the m an 
who kills one is in the sam e class 
as the m an who w antonly sets 
fire to a haystack! 
The upholstery of th e burrow 
is not of the daintiest, consisting 
usually of shredded horse dung. 
There is no nest to speak of — 
m erely a cham ber larg er around 
than the tunnel leading to it; this 
tunnel is usually from six 
to

Local Red Cross Prepared for 


Air Raids and Other War Emergencies 


With Three First Aid Stations 


According to Mrs. Irving Snyder, chairman of the local Red 
Cfoss canteen committee. Palm Springs, is now quite well prepared 
with facilities for first aid in case of an air raid, mass evacuation 
from the coastal areas or other war emergency. 
Preparation has 
also been made for a small amount of emergency feeding, she said. 


Under the direction of Mrs.<?> 
Snyder, 
three emergency 
can 
teen and first aid stations have 
been established in Palm Springs 
at the following locations: 
The 
Swedish Inn restaurant, 1171 N. 
Palm Canyon Drive; Frances S. 
Stevens School, North Palm Can­ 
yon Drive; and at the P a l m 
Springs Woman’s Club on West 
Baristo Road. Each of these sta­ 
tions has a fully equipped kitch­ 
en and first aid facilities. 


Purely for emergency use only, 
the three stations were establish­ 
ed for the purpose of assisting 
doctors in treating the injured 
and for serving hot coffee and 
sandwiches to air raid wardens, 
firemen, Red Cross and o t h e r 
workers. The ladies at the sta­ 
tions will help the doctors by 
boiling 
water for instruments, 
making hot soup for shock cases, 
and otherwise caring for needs 
of the injured. 


The extent of the facilities are 
such as to handle approximately 
50 persons at a time at each sta­ 
tion. A few cots are also avail­ 
able at each station for the most 
critically injured. 
Supplementing the three emer­ 
gency stations, the owners of La 
Cita restaurant, 391 South Palm 
Canyon Drive, have offered the 
facilities of their establishment 
in case the local Red Cross chap­ 
ter finds itself with a mass feed­ 
ing problem on its hands be­ 
cause of some sudden evacua­ 
tion from the coast. 
Thirty-five canteen aids have 
been signed up for the summer.

5 Local Boys 


To Be Sent 


To Boys State 


American Legion Post 519 of 
Palm Springs will send five local 
high school boys 
to 
California 
Boys' State in June, it was an­ 
nounced this week by officials 
of the post. 
The sixth annual 
Boys' State will be held at the 
State Agricultural College, Da­ 
vis, June 20 to 27, inclusive. 
The purpose of this summer 
camp sponsored by the American 
Legion, Department of California, 
is to inculcate a sense of indivi­ 
dual obligation to the commun­ 
ity, state and nation by the prac­ 
tical instruction of the youth of 
the state in the privileges, duties, 
rights 
and 
responsibilities 
of 
American citizenship. The cost of 
sending the boys is $20 registra­ 
tion fee each, which 
includes 
meals and other incidental ex­ 
penses for the eight days, plus 
cost of transportation to and from 
Davis. 
Sharing the expense of send­ 
ing the Palm Springs boys are 
four local organizations and one 
individual, each of which ,s spon­ 
soring one boy. 
These are the 
Woman's Club, Lions Club, Ro­ 
tary Club, American Legion Post 
519 and Earl Coffman, first com­ 
mander of the post. 
Names of the five boys going 
from here will be announced at 
the high school graduation exer­ 
cises on May 29. 
Only those boys who will be 
seniors in high school, during 
either semester, for the 
school 
year 
beginning 
in 
September, 
1942, will be eligible. Thus these 
boys will have at least a half year 
more in high school, and hence 
an opportunity to use in that 
school much of what they learn 
in Boys' State. 
The American Legion 
Boys’ 
State committee urges that toys 
be chosen on the basis of (1) gen­ 
eral scholarship, and (2) genera! 
student body activities, and (3) 
interest in government. 
Boys of high moral character, 
good sportsmanship and poten­ 
tial leadership tendencies are the 
boys w anted at Boys’ State. 
It 
is a program for the development 
of leadership as well as the de­ 
velopment of citizenship. 
Boys 
are selected not because of out­ 
standing scholarship alone, but 
on the general basis that the boy 
is: 
(1) Mentally alert and morally 
clean. (2) Vigorous and enthus­ 
iastic, and of good personality. (3) 
Honest and thrifty. (4) Able to get 
along with others. (5) Possessed 
of a spirit of good sportsmanship. 
California Boys’ State was in­ 
augurated in California in 1937. 
That year and in each succeed­ 
ing year these experimental lab­ 
oratories 
in 
government 
have 
been held at the State 
F a i r 
grounds 
in 
Sacramento. 
They 
were unquestionably a great suc­ 
cess, for 34 other states (with a 
total enrollment of approximately 
15,000 boys) last year conducted 
similar patriotic programs, 
all 
under the sponsorship and guid­ 
ance of the American Legion. No 
more enthusiastic supporters can 
be found for this Americanism 
education program than the boys 
who have already attended these 
Boys’ States. 
According to officials of the lo­ 
cal Legion post, each boy must 
have a medical examination not 
more than five days before leav­ 
ing home for Davis, and the re­ 
sult hereof should be recorded 
on a form which will be furnish­ 
ed by the American Legion. This 
form must be presented to the 
chief medical examiner, 
Davis, 
immediately following his official 
registration. No boy will be ad­ 
mitted to the camp unless he or 
his sponsor has first presented 
such a certificate, and no boy will 
be admitted unless he is found 
to be in good health and satisfac­ 
tory physical condition at 
the 
time he presents himself at the 
College of Agriculture for admis­ 
sion to the camp. No exceptions 
will be allowed. 
Each applicant m ust present 
an 
official 
medical 
certificate 
showing th at he has been suc­ 
cessfully vaccinated at least 20 
days before his arival at camp.

All About a Gold Miner 
Who Discovered a New Field: 
The Los Angeles City Dump 


By DR. J. R. MACARTNEY 


W alter Illick was a gold m iner u n til high costs and then the 
shutting off of m ining equipm ent by priorities m ade th at occupa­ 
tion impossible. 
He has discovered gold in the city dump. 
W alter and his partner, A rt Hudson, are the first m ining m en 
to go into old city dum ps and take out m etals for w ar purposes. 
A nd they are recovering iron, copper, brass, tin, lead zinc, silver 
and an ounce of gold daily. 
The recovery mill at the Los A ngeles dump is handling 100 tons 
a day. 
And th ere are 250,000 tons of “ore” in sight. 
At this rate the job w ill be cleaned up some tim e in 1950. 
B ut the obvious thing to do is put in m achinery to clean it up 
quickly. 
W ith a rush like in the days of gold half a century and m ore ago, 
city dumps all over the land are being surveyed, and plans being 
considered to w ork these m ines on a large scale. 
In the old dum ps around th e country lies enough tin alone to re ­ 
place the 100,000 tons we have been im porting every year.

Well, the G rapevine is beauti­ 
ful. when the w ildflow ers 
are 
out, and on that optim istic note 
it would be w ell to end

N ext week I shall 
suggest two answ ers to the prob­ 
lem . I rise to rem ark th at this 
is the $64 question so far as C ali­ 
fornia's part in this w ar is con­ 
cerned: we are already losing 
crops for lack of labor, lack of 
equipm ent, lack of understand­ 
ing.

W aste Accum ulates 


Back in 1900 there was a gravel 
pit several miles from Los A nge­ 
les and the city leased it as a 
place to dump tin cans and ru b ­ 
bish. For 30 years that w ent on 
until a m ountain arose and a big ­ 
ger dum p had to be started else­ 
w here. 
Tin cans up to 1910 w ere m ade 
w ith solder instead of b e i n g 
double seamed w ithout solder as 
today. 
Boxes and barrels w ere hauled 
to the dum p and throw n on e te r­ 
nal bonfires, th e heat m elted the 
solder, and today it is recovered 
in chunks. 
All sorts of m etal w aste w ere 
dum ped including an astonish­ 
ingly num ber of spoons, knives, 
forks, some sterling silver and 
nickle. 
The tin cans rusted and disap­ 
peared, leaving a m ountain 
of 
conglom erate th at is easily b ro k ­ 
en up and sorted by m ining m a­ 
chinery. Along w ith their tin cans 
people threw discarded m achin­ 
ery, broken glass and crockery, 
m achine shop w aste, table c u t­ 
lery, even false teeth. The ounce 
of gold daily comes from dental 
w ork, jew elry and 
occasional 
gold coins and a lot of Chinese 
brass cash. 
O utlines Plan 


W alter Illick, a resident now 
of Palm Springs for the g reater 
part of four years, sold his plan t 
at Los Angeles to A rt Hudson, 
who is running it night and day 
on arm y work. 
Illick says th ere are hundreds 
and even thousands of dum ps all 
over the country rich w ith m et­ 
als. O ne with 400,000 tons of m a­ 
terial covered over now and built 
on for defense housing. 
He believes th a t “dum p con­ 
sciousness” w ill do a great deal 
to win the w ar and w ithout rais­ 
ing false hopes or stirring up 
prom oters, he w ants m ining and 
m etal men in every com m unity 
to go prospecting locally. 
He 
estim ates Palm Springs’ d u m p 
would 
easily 
produce 
$10,000 
w orth of m aterial. 
The method is as follows: 
First a dragline hauls th e m a­ 
terial into a 
revolving 
drum 
w here it is broken up and w ash­ 
ed. Then m agnets take out all 
the iron and another revolving 
drum takes out everything sm all­ 
er than a dime. 
A fter that the different m ate­ 
rials pass over 
moving 
belts, 
w here the m etals, glass, and so 
on are sorted by hand, the m et­ 
als going to refineries and the 
glass to glass factories. 
Finally there flows aw ay 
a 
large tonnage of black sand com ­ 
posed m ainly of the rust of tin 
cans but containing other m e t­ 
als and is being analyzed for 
possible reworking. 


Gold and Jew elry 


From a ton of the stuff, they 
get around ten pounds of solder— 
half a ton a day. 
Seven ounces 
of silver are recovered daily; in 
sterling silverw are, 
coins, 
and 
jew elry and th e ounce of gold 
w orth $35.00, m akes a substan­ 
tial contribution tow ard o p erat­ 
ing expenses. T here is so m uch 
dental gold th at one suspects the 
Los Angeles of a q uarter of a 
century ago m ust have been care­ 
less about its false teeth. 
W alter thinks a good deal of it 
was throw n out of dentists’ w o rk ­ 
shops. But how about the gold 
watches, chains, and jew elry, and 
the gold coins; 
w hat kind of 
w ork shop threw out that kind 
of rubbish. 
All over the country are enor­ 
mous dumps w here grandfather 
threw out m aterials 
that 
we 
would be glad to have today. 
It is startling to hear th at sev­ 
eral thousand tbns of tin m ay be 
lying in one dum p, for at peace 
prices, th at’s a couple of m illion 
of dollars and tin m ay be w orth 
double, if it gets scarcer. 
To see if the dum p w ill pay, 
you take generous samples, five 
or ten tons from different spots, 
and put them through a mill. 
Then you reckon up the m etal 
that you get for sale to scrap 
dealers 
and 
refineries. 
Sm all 
dum ps require portable units. 
A m ateurs and prom oters w ould 
probably lose m oney on it, or 
w hat is worse, be too slow in 


g ettin g out m etals needed in our 
present emergency. 
If Illick is right, and we can 
live for a few years on w hat we 
threw away in th e past, then the 
dum ps 
must 
be 
cleaned 
up 
pronto. 
Get Busy Now! 
We 
Am ericans 
have 
alw ays 
said th a t Europeans could live on 
w hat w e throw away. 
“If 
H itler 
had 
w hat 
w e've 
throw n on the Los A ngeles dump, 
we'd be twice as long licking him, 
says Illick. 
"W e may be living 
on it before w e get through.” 


He stresses th e need for in­ 
dividual effort and finances to 
fully develop this new est source 
of metallics. 
R ubber and m etals w ill win the 
war. 
All this hinges in closely w ith 
our ow n effort to salvage every 
scrap of m etal, tinfoil, rubber, 
rags, paper, before it goes on the 
local dump.

America Plants Its First Tire Crop 


In this nursery in Salinas, California, lies the hope of the United States 
to produce real rubber in this country. 
From the sixteen million guayule seedlings and the 24,000 pounds of 
guayule seed, the U. S. Forest Service hopes to produce huge quantities of 
guayule rubber in 1944, although some experts believe it will be 1945 beiore 
large scale production can begin. 
In order that no time be lost work was begun on the Guayule Emer­ 
gency Rubber Project within an hour alter the president signed the bill 
establishing the project. 
J The various nursery processes in the growth of guayule are Illustrated 


above. At the left is a specially designed topping machine, which cuts the 
seedlings back in prep aration of transplanting. In the center is a machine 
which loosens the soil around the roots of the small plants in order that 
the workmen in the background can remove them from the ground easily 
and store them in boxes from which they are taken tor transplanting. At 
the extreme right is shown the first seed bed to be planted after President 
Roosevelt signed the guayule bill. The planting machine spreads seed 
and then covers it with sand. Because William O'Neil, president of the 
General Tire & Rubber Company, has been the foremost advocate of 
guavule as an emergency rubber source, members of his organization were 
asked to plant the first seed in this new war emergency ,>roject.

Palm Springs area. 
Ask List of Owners 
H owever, 
the 
county 
would 
like th e Indians to furnish an ac­ 
curate 
list 
of 
the 
non-Indian 
owned im provem ents on the res­ 
ervation, together w ith the nam es 
and addresses of th e owners. 
T hat Riverside county can tax 
the im provem ents and personal 
property owned by non-Indians 
on the Palm Springs reservation 
has been pretty w ell established, 
according 
to 
Burchfield. 
The 
Federal G overnm ent never 
in ­ 
tended Indian reservations to be­ 
come asylum s for w hites 
and 
other 
non-Indians 
seeking 
to 
evade paym ent of taxes, and the 
law clearly provides for the as­ 
sessm ent of non-Indian property 
located on a reservation, he said. 
In addition, it is also understood 
the county has received perm is­ 
sion from the Indian D epartm ent 
to assess and tax such property. 
No Agreement Yet 
Up to this week the county has 
been unable to w ork out any­ 
thing definite w ith the P a l m 
Springs Indians, and Burchfield 
is still holding up sending his 
assessors onto the local reserva­ 
tion pending peaceable perm is­ 
sion from the tribal com m ittee 
for such a move. R equesting p er­ 
mission from the Indian is said 
to be m erely a m atter of cour­ 
tesy, how ever, and B urchfield is 
quite firm in his decision to as­ 
sess the non-Indian ow ned prop­ 
erty this year. 
A ctually, a precedent has al­ 
ready been set for the county to 
tax the property in question. The 
county has assessed 
a lim ited 
num ber 
of 
w hite-ow ned 
im ­ 
provem ents on the Palm Springs 
reservation during the past few 
years, and has even been suc­ 
cessful in collecting through the 
courts unpaid taxes grow ing out 
of these assessments. This year 
Burchfield expects to include all

was not budgeted. 
Will Noi Spend 
Dillon stated that the money 
would be spent for no purpose 
w hatsoever, between now and the 
close of the fiscal year on June 
30, and th at the money w ill then 
revert to the general fund to de­ 
fray the general county govern­ 
m ent expenses for next year. He 
said he hoped the proposed suit 
would not be filed so needless 
expense for all concerned could 
be avoided. 
“The $167,000 was set up in the 
budget for one specific project, 
which 
all 
of 
the 
supervisors 
agreed would be of trem endous 
benefit to all of Riverside coun­ 
ty,” said the fourth district super­ 
visor. 
"The project did not m aterial­ 
ize. True to our word w hen we 
first established the budget item, 
the en tire am ount has been kept 
in tru st for the county's use d u r­ 
ing the 1942-43 fiscal year. 
"Therefore the taxpayers who 
paid additional taxes this year to 
set up th at amount, w ill pay just 
that m uch less next year because 
the $167,000 carries over,” S u­ 
pervisor Dillon concluded. 
Interesting Angles 
It is interesting to note, how­ 
ever, th a t no reference is made 
to reducing taxes next year in 
the m inute order passed by the 
board of supervisors. 
True, it 
does state the $167,000 item will 
be placed in the general 
fund 
and thus carried over into the 
1942-43 fiscal year; but a little 
simple arithm etic will show that 
by so doing the supervisors could 
theoretically increase next year's 
county budget by $100.000, and 
still decrease taxes and show a 
reduction of $67,000 in the budget 
for the year. 
R egardless of this, however, in­ 
formed circles in Palm Springs 
believe the action taken by the 
county board at their meeting.
